Step One 



Installing Batteries 

You will need...

• One l.'TS/ rechargeable Ni-Cd or Ni-MH battery pack 
(not included) 

• Orie battery charger (iTcti included) 

• OrTe9V^batteryfbrthetrarT5rritter (inotiincluded) 

• Phillips screvNchver (rot iincluded) 

Put AA Batteries in the Motorcycle 

• Loosen the screw on the battery 
boxco\/er, located on the seat of 
the rrotorcycle, and ierrD\>e the 
co\>er. 

• Take out the battery hdder and 
insertfoLTAA batteries, matching 
the polarity syrrbols (H-and -) 
marked inside. 

• Replace the battery holder arid 
co\>er, and then secure it wth the screw 

Put 7.2V Rechargeable Battery Pack in Motorcycle 

• Loosen the screw on the battery corT 7 DartrrerTtco\>er, located 
on the bottom of the rrctoncyole, 

arrf rerrD\>e the CGN>er.

Step Two 

Installing the Antenna 


• Route the loose end of the rrctoncyde's artema wre through the supplied artema tLte. 

• IrTsertthetLtesecuelyirtotherTxtorcycle's tube holder. 

• Extend the transnritter^s antenna to its foil length before driving the rrotorcyde. For maxi rrum range, hdd the transrritter 
wth the antenna as hi^ as possible and point it straight up. 

• Retract the transrritler^s antenna v\hen you are fi nished cfcivi ng the rrotorcycle.

Step Three 

Driving the Motorcycle 


• Turn the rrotorcycle and transrritter on. The LED li^nts on the transrritter. 

• Position the rrxtoncycle straight arid upri^nt hddng the back of the seat and lifting the real v\heel 
off the gourd. Be sure to find a large open area wth no cars or curbs to run the rrotorcycle. 

• PUI the transnritter^s throttle trigger to foil speed and release the rrotorcycle. 

Wbrning: Keep your fingers av\ayfiomthe spinning tire. 

• \A4nen you finish cfciving, turn the rrotorcycle off first and then turn the transmitter off. See Page 2 
for Driving Tips. 

Transmitter Controls 

• Throttle Trigger- Pull the trigger backtovNard the grip to rrovefbrv\ard. Release the trigger to stop 

• Throttle Trigger Brake - The throttle trigger is used to slowthe rrotorcyde down also. Push the 
trigger fbrvNard av\ayfiomthe gip to apply the brake and reduce speed. 

• Steering VUieel - Steer the vtoeel lefttogo left Steer the vtoeel ri^nttogo ri^nt Release the 
vNheel to go straight

Cod Stunts 

\A4nen driving at a rreciLmor hi^ 
speed, the rrotorcycle may raise 
the frort: tire off the gouind if you 
drive on a surface that has snnall 
burrps or obstacles. 

To fish tail the rrotorcyde, start 
making a turn at a lowspeed. Then, 
i rrrreciately charige the di rection of 
the turn and increase the speed. 

You can performjurrps wth your 
rrotorcycle off rarrps that are eight 
inches hi^ or less. 


Hint: \Ahen transporting your motoixycle, do not pick it up by the diverts head. Use both hands to support 
the rrotorcycle, one hdd rig the frorit fork ard the other hdd rig the rear of the seat

Adjusting the Trim Contrds 

Adjust the tiimcohtrols to make the rrotorcycle dive properly 

Throttle Trim 

• Place ycHj^rrxitDrcycle on the dsplay stand so the near VNheel does rot 
touch the gourd. 

• Turn the transmitter and rrotorcycle on. 

• If the rear wheel moves, tLm the TFaM VOL F/R on the transmitter 
clockwise or courter-clockwse until the wheel stops. 

V\ibrning: Never use the throttle trimto make the motorcycle go. 

Steering Trim 

If your rrotorcycle does notdive ina strai^ntline, tumtheTRIM VOLST left 
or ri^nt until your motorcycle moves In a strai^Tt line. Release the steering 
wheel before you make the adjustment

• Handle your rrotorcyde gentiy and carefully Do not drop it 

• Keep your rrotorcyclea\Aayfiom dust ard dirt 

• V\^pe your notorcyole wth a damp doth occasionally to keep it

Driving Tips 

• Your rrctoixyde runs well on hard, packed dirt short grass and 
asphalt Do not drive it on tile or carpet 

• The Gyros stablizer helps your rTDtorcy::le stay upright just like 
a real nrdtorcydG. If your rTDtorcy::le falls durigdrivig, rotate 
the steerig wheel in one direction and pull the trigger 
sirrultaneously Then, rotate the steerig wheel in the opposite 
direction. Release the steerig once the rrotorcycle is upright 
again. 

• \Ahen you want to stop, it is bestto turn the rrotorcycle into a 
skid while applyig the brake. 

• The size of your turn depends on the speed of the rrotorcycle. 
For large turns, increase your speed before tumig the steerig 
wheel. For simaller turns, slowdown before tumig. 

• If your rrotorcycle wobbles durig drivig, slightiy rotate the 
steerig wheel to allowthe rrotorcycle to stablize and go 
straight 


Helpful Hints 

• Ruimig your vehicle for log periods can generate a high heat 
level, which causes wear ard tear on the rrotor. To keep the heat 
leNol down, rest your rrotorcycle for 20 rrinuites after every lO 
minutes of continuous use. 

• V\hen your rrotorcycle's battery pack runs down, letthe 
rrotorcycle cool for at least lO rrinuites before you install a new^y 
charged battery pack 

• If your rrotorcycle does not respord to the trairsrritter, rrove 
closer to your rrotorcycle ard try again. Obstructiens such as 
fences ard buildirgs may decrease the transnritter's range. 

• If sorreone uses a CB nearby, it rright interfere wth the 
control of the rrotorcycle. If this happeirs, rrove the 
rrotorcycle away fromthe CB. You camot operate your 
rrotorcycle near devices wth trairsrritters that use the sarre 
fiequency as your rrotorcycle. Check to see which fiequiency you 
have. 

• If your rrotorcycle centi rues to run slowly after you have iiTstal led 
a new^y recharged battery pack ardfor AA batteries, check the 
wheels for lint; thread, hair ard dust 

• You can order replacerrent parts i±ive belts, tires, ard skids
